The City Council, in the
meantime, has been conspicu-
cus by its do-nothing attitude.

It appeared this week that the

members of the Council might
consider a stricter enforcement
of the leash law by increasing
the fines every time a dog is
picked up, the offending party
to be taken to court ultimately.

However, not a word has
been hinted regarding a coms
pulsory vaccination law against
rabies for dogs, one of the
surest safeguards against the
outbreak and spread of this
fatal disease.

Always Fatal

Rabies in dogs and humans
is always fatal and is one of
the most agonizing deaths
known. The only safeguard for
human beings is a series of Pas-
teur treatments. Once rabies
has set in, however, Pasteur
treatments are useless. ,

When asked whether the lo-
cal outbreak has reached epi-
demic proportions, Dr. Benja-
min Kogan, district health offi-
cer for the Los Angeles County
Health Department said:

“The present outbreak pors
tends to possible trouble. When
one dog is rabid, you wonder
how many others have been bit-
ten. Fifty per cent of bitten
dogs will get rabies and 20 per
